yourself with these fmiliar combina- 
tions, or circuit units, as they. are 
called, in a short time you can read 
and understand radio circuits lke an 
“old hand.” 

It’ must be thoroughly understood 
that this division of circuits. into 
units is merely on paper. for the pur- 
pose of understanding them better; 
do not assume that sets can actually 
be constructed to give good results 
by piecing together various separate 
citeuit units. | 

The tuner and detector are fre- 
quently considered together as a 
single ynit, forming, when properly 
combined, a crystal. set or single 
tube sect, as the case may be. It is 
helpful in classifying them, however, 
to consider the tuner and detector 
separately. In this sense, we may say 
that the tuner is that portion of the 
apparatus which picks the radiated 
waves directly out of the air and 
conyerts them into a very weak elec- 
tric current, alternating at radio- 
frequency, 

The most familiar tuner is the 
aerial and ground, connected by a 
tuned circuit, as shown at “A.” This 
single circuit tuner is very cheap 
and simple, since there is only one 
‘circuit to be tuned, but it is not very 
selective. That is, even when tuned 
to the station you want to receive, it 
does not exclude others on near-by 
wavelengths. 

For better selectivity we employ a 
two-circuit tuner, as shown at “B,” 
where the energy is transferred 
from the primary to the secondary 
-by electromagnetic induction, or in- 
ductive coupling as it is most com- 
monly “dalled in radio work. ‘The 
theory of this is the same as sigs 
of the transformer. 

In. a coupled tuner, it is neces- 
sary to tune each circuit separately, 
and sometimes thé amount. of. coup- 
Jing 1s also varied, as by. using a 
vario-coupler; that is, the extent to 
which the two coils_encircle the same 
magnetic flux is varied by rotating 
one of them. Still greater selectivity 
can be obtained by inserting a third 
or intermediate circuit, as shown at 
“C.” A third tuning adjustment is 
here required. 

By tuning. a circuit, we mean. vary- 
‘ing its natural vibration rate. We 
can vary a coil's inductance by tap- 
ping it so as to take some of its 
turns out of the current’s path, either 
at one or at both ends. We can in- 

pert a condénser in series or in par- 
allel with it, or we can insert in 
series with it a variable inductance, 
-guch as a variometer. The latter is 

imply an induetance coil built in 
wo parts, one rotating inside the 
other. They can. be set. so that 
their inductances combine either to 
strengthen ea other or to oppose 
‘each other, or in any angular posi- 
tion between these, thus giving wide 
variation of inductance. 

An important class of tuners em- 
ploys no aerial-or ground connection 
whatever, but only an inductance 
coll of lafge diameter, knowf a8 a 
coil antenna, or loop antenna, and a 
-variable~ condenser for tuning it. 
These two pieces of apparatus form
